Post  Office  Produces  Surplus. 

Never  in  the  history  of  Conservative  government  did  the  Post  Office 
show  a  surplus.    In  igg6  there  was  a  deficit  of  $700,997.

This  surplus  has  been  created  notwithstanding  a  reduction  in  the 
postal  rates,  and  the  establishment  of  the  drop  letter  rate  in  cities. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  increase  to  postmasters'  salaries  granted 
last  year,  amounted  to  over  $400,000,  and  $750,000  was  expended  in 
extending  the  service.

In  1896  it  cost  the  Conservatives  04.43  P*'  <*"*■  'o  collect  the 
Customs  revenue  amounting  to  $20,319,037. 

In  1907  (nine  months  only),  it  cost  the  Liberals  03.04  per  cent, 
to  collect  the  Customs  revenue,  amounting  to  $40,390,171. 

Libersis  Reduced  Taxation. 

The  Liberal  Government  has  affected  a  reduction  In  the  rate  of 
duty  and  taxation.  On  all  goods  entering  Canada  for  home  consump- 
tion, the  average  rate  of  duty  in  1896  was  i8.a8  per  cent.,  and  in  1907 
it  was  15.73  P"  cent.,  a  reduction  of  2.55  per  cent.  IN  OTHER 
WORDS,  THE  LIBERALS  REDUCED  TAXATION  $2.55  UPON 
EVERY  $100  OF  GOODS  ENTERED  FOR  HOME  CONSUMP- 
TION. 

On  dutiable  imports,  the  average  rate  in  1896  was  39.97  per  <*"•■ 
and  in  1907  it  was  26.33  per  cent.,  a  reduction  of  3.64  per  cent.  IN 
OTHER  WORDS,  THE  LIBERALS  REDUCED  TAXATION  $3.64 
UPON  EVERY  $100  OF  GOODS  IMPORTED.
